FRED HERBST'S MISSION 


Would Arouse Interest In 
Ohio-Columbus Centennial 


Berlin, Oct. 12.—The armistice be- 


tween Italy and Turkey, for wnich 
German diplomacy has been strix-ing 
for some time, it is believed here, 
has practically been concluded, al- 
though not yet announced as olllcial. 


It is understood the transportation 


of the Italian military expedition will 
not be Interfered with, but that hos- 
tilities iu all quarters will 
cease- 


This is considered in Berlin asxequiv- 
alent to the ending of the war, or at 
least the warlike movements, which 
now will be succeeded 
by negotia- 


tions looking to a settlement. 


It is regarded as probable that as 


eoon as the strong Italian army has 
once disembarked at Tripoli, even 
the Young Turk irreconcilables will 
begin to recognize, as apparently the 
Ottoman government already does, 
that there is no hope of withholding* 
Tripoli from Italy. Then It will be 
possible for Turkey to ent^r into 
peace negotiations, with the prospect 
of reaching a less unsatisfactory con- 
clusion than would result from a con- 
tinuation of the conflict.

by the secular press of the state, was 
the regulation of the liquor trafllc.

''It- is an old and true saying that 
power is ever stealing from .the many 
to.the few: so long has this,been the 
'cnee under otir present constitution 
that but little power remains with the 
many to steal away. An opportunity 
now offers .for the people to right 
these things .-and rescue" the rij^'its 
and 'power* that have:"been filched 
away from them, and they will do it

"Conservatives" and "reactionaries" 


there woro in goodly number and not 
a few of them looked forward hope- 
fully to a constitutional convention 
as a refuge from what today would 
be called the "socialistic" schemes of 
the "mob" and the general assembly. 
Hear the Introductory words of the 
appeal of a representative of

The real "stand-patters" who were

The stormy petrel of the agita- 


tion for a new constitution vras Hon. 
Samuel Medary, editor of the Ohio 
Statesmen, and an aggressive Dem- 
ocratic leader of the state. Not only 
did 
he 
advocate 
the convention 


through the columns of his paper, but 
on May 5, 1843, he commenced the 
publication of The New Cons'Itution 
a weekly of octavo size, devoted en- 
tirely to the cause. He evidently was 
a revisionist for the sake of revision., 
a progressive and a conservative— 
In short he would go far tc agree 
with any man who favored a new con- 
stitution. For that he even laid aside 
for the time being the discussion of 
partisan issues and became the vir- 
tual leader of the newspaper propa- 
ganda throughout the state in faror 
of the convention.
